A real downpour eur itt: rain, the first 
big rain that has fallen in this part 
of the country since 1916, accord- 
ing to many, started in about seven 
o'clock on Sunday evening, to the 
accompaniment of much thunder 
and lightning. The storm contin- 
ued well on into Monday forenoon, 
and by 8 avm. on the Monday mor- 
ning, two and a quarter inches of 
rain had fallen. 

The crops have made a wonder- 
ful improvement during the last 
two weeks, since the drought was 
broken, and farmers generally feel 
more confident about their crops 
than they did at the early part of 
lastgmonth, With regard to wheat 
it was generally headed out before 
the rains started, and therefore will 
not increase the yield much but 


it will result in a fine plump ker- | 


nel, There are some fine fields of 
wheat throughout the district, even 
on dry lands. 

Oats and barley have benefitted 
greatly from the rain, and many 
crops that had only been thought 
good for feed will make good grain 


now, ¢ 

It looks as if harvesting will 
start within @ week’s time, provid. 
ing the weather keeps warm, and 


in two weeks, it should be general. 

Irrigated land throughout the 
district are promising great results, 
and providing the weather is fave 
oraple for maturing, will give some 
splendid yields. There is a larger 
acreage under irrigation in this dis- 
trict this year than there has ever 
been before, and the work has been 
done more systentatically.’ 

The improvement recently has 
stimulated the demand for binders 
and binder twine, and local dealers 
report a brisk business. 

Farmers themselves are surprised 
at the vitality the crop has shown 
this year, for since the May snow- 
storm, up till within three weeks 
ago, there had only been a few lo- 
cal showers, and high winds and 
temperatures did everything to 
cause discouragement, but yet the 
most of the crops have lived through 
it, and while in many places the 
yield is only fair, yet there are a 
large number of fine crops even on 


dry land. Generally the crop will 
be considerably better thag last 
year, 


Outside of chances of damage be- 
tween now and harvest, the only fly 
in the ointment is the Government's 
scheme to give the farmer $1:75 
per bushel tor his wheat, and later 
on whatever the difference between 
that and selling price, less the cost 
of handling. Farmers would rather 
know just now what they are go- 
ing to get, and are doubtful of their 
getting more than $1.75 out of the 
Government, 

There is a great deal of discon- 
tent manifested, and the Strath- 
more UFA are calling an indigna- 
tion meeting for Wednesday after- 
noon to discuss the matter.

Wheat Prices and 
Government 
Interference 


The recent decision of the 
Dominion Government, to set 
the price of wheat at $1.75, and 
then to give the farmer later the 
difference between that and the 
amount actually realised, les 
handling and selling expenses, 
has aroused more indignation 
among the farmers than any 
Government enactment during 
the past few years 

This feeling arises from sev- 
eral causes. In the first place, 
fasmers feel that the Government 
should have announced their 
intention some time ago. When 
the crop was sown this spring 
the price to be realised was very 
doubtful Farmers were worry- 
ing as to Where their market was 
to come from. At that time 
some such scheme as the Gov- 
ernment now. proposes would 
have seemed reasonable. Now 
there is the prospect of a short 
crop. Dealings in futures during 
the short time the market was 
free showed prices up to $2.45 
per bushel. The U.S.A, fixed 
price is from $2.26 to $2.30 per 
bushel, so the Canadian price, 
at anyrate, would not go below 
that, and might probadly be 
more 

The general feeling is that if 
the crop had been heavy the 
Government would have let the 
market take its course, and 
wheat would have gone down, 
but with a short crop Ottawa 


| interferes to prevent the market 
| going up 


In theory, the Government 
scheme should work out all 
right.” This year, in importing 
countries, there will be little buy~ 
ing by individuals, Most Gov- 
ernments during the war did the 
buying for their countries, and 
distributed to the dealers, and 
are going to do so this year 
again 

In practice, however, it is 
doubtful if the scheme will work 
out. The history of the Ottawa 
Government’s business dealings 
during the past tour years has 
not inspired anyone with confid- 
ence, either in its intelligence 
or in its immunity from graft 

If the proposal had been made 
at the beginning of the season, 
it would have been acceptable, as 
fit is not denied that the specul- 


ative system of marketing grain 
has been full of abuses. Coming 
at this late date, however, it looks 
like manipulation for the benefit 
of the Canadian millers, who will 
heve only one agency to deal 
with in purchasing grain

Contrast this with the way the 
Canadian manufacturer has been 
assisted by the Government. 
Credits have been established 
in Roumania, Greece. and other 
countries which are long on 
wants but short on cash, so that 
the Canadian manufacturer can 
sell them what they want in com- 
peticion with other countries, and 
Canada guarantees him his 
money. Then he sells the rest 
of his goods at the highest price 
he can get, with a tariff wall 
protecting him from outside com- 
petition. No fixed prices for 
articles manufactured in Canada, 
and from the discontent'there has 
been about prices they want 
fixing 

The farmer, apparently, is toe 
victim selected for the experi- 
ment in paternalism. If it pans 
out the Government may start to 
sell shoes, bacon, and the other 
articles tne prices of which have 
aroused the consumer's ire 

At the same time, itis not to 
be denied that many farmers 
heve been, so to speak ‘‘asking 
for it.’ Resolutions have been 
passed at farmers meetings call- 
for the cuttiag out of the specul- 
ator, and various ther ideas of a 
socialistic nature. Now they 
have got what some of tnem ask- 
ed for, and they don’tlike it 

Neither does anybody else for 
that matter. There are very few 
people in business who would 
like the same proposition han- 
ded out to them as the farmers 
have put before them at the 
present time without their know. 
ledge or sanction that their goods 
be handed oyer to the Govern- 
ment at cost price, and then sold 
by the Government at whatever 
price they will bring. 

Canada is still too much of a 
individualastic country for a 
proposition of that kind to be 
permanent or acceptable.
